2 lines 16-19, discloses that the object of the invention is "to integrate a hydrogen ion porous metal foil within a hydrogen forming 
reaction system". Marianowski further identifies one of the mentioned hydrogen forming reaction system is coal gasifier (see col. 2 lines 
59-65). As such, Marianowski, in this instance, does in fact disclose a solid gasification reaction in situ with the hydrogen membrane.
